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TOO NICE 


People addicted to pleasing 
others can come up shorthanded

You could always count on Kathy Church. When friends called 
to vent, she would pick up the phone. When there was a crisis 
at work, she’d dig in. When family members got together, she’d 
show up, no matter how much she didn’t want to. 

Church was always game and always nice. But as she veered 
into chronic people-pleasing, it ate away at the good will she was 
trying so hard to cultivate. 

Unwilling to say no to any request, Church grew stressed, un- 
able to sleep, and resentful of the people who were taking her 
time— and of herself for letting it be taken. Overworked, she quit 
her job to start her own company, but even then found herself 
taking on projects she didn’t want because she was so worried 
about offending someone or being disliked. 

“It was a self-esteem issue all the way around,” said Church, 
now a recovering niceaholic, who owns a virtual administrative 
consulting company in Phoenix. “I didn’t regard myself as impor- 
tant as the people I {considered} important.” 

Though being nice overwhelmingly is a positive trait that re- 
search has shown to be beneficial to individuals and society, a 


dark side can underlie its cheery surface. 

People eager for approval can overextend themselves to ex- 
haustion, their compulsive “yes”-ing driven by any number of 
fears: of being tossed out of the group, of confrontation, of miss- 
ing out on an opportunity that may not come again, of being per- 
ceived as lazy or selfish or uncaring, said Susan Newman, a social 
psychologist and author of “The Book of No: 250 Ways to Say 
It— and Mean It and Stop People Pleasing Forever.” 

“We live under this misconception that saying yes, being avail- 
able, always at the ready for other people, makes us a better per- 
son, but in fact it does quite the opposite,” Newman said. “ You 
get stressed and anxious; you’re viewed as a patsy” 

Niceness, of course, isn’t always driven by insecurity. But even 
when it comes from a natural inclination to be agreeable, or years 
of being peacemaker, without boundaries it can backfire. 

In a 2011 study in the Journal of Personality and Social Psy- 
chology journal, University of Notre Dame researchers found 
that men who were agreeable (the academic term for nice, warm, 
cooperative) earned 18 percent less than their disagreeable coun- 
terparts, and agreeable women earned 5 percent less than dis- 
agreeable female employees, perhaps because nice people are less 
aggressive or not so adept at negotiating. (The gender gap sug- 
gests that aggressiveness is not so highly valued in women.)

The traits that make nice people so pleasant-they 
give people the benefit of the doubt, they care 
about making others happy-can put them at a 
disadvantage if they don’t have boundaries. Here 
are a few strategies for being assertive while re- 
maining nice. 


» Judge people’s actions rather than their stated 
intentions, clinical psychologist George Simon 
said. If you’re not sure whether to trust someone, 
look for evidence in his or her past behavior. 


»Act quickly to confront bad behavior, Simon said. 
Nice people tend to let things slide because they 
don’t want to seem too harsh, but as the saying 
goes, give people an inch, and they’ll take a mile. 

» Don’t accept excuses for hurtful behavior. 
Blaming other people or circumstances suggests 
someone has no intention of changing. If you don’t 
see an immediate, clear change or at least genuine 
empathy for your concern, there won’t be any. 

» Follow the three-strikes rule. Social psychologist 
and perennially nice guy Ronald Riggio gives peo- 
ple three chances to mend their behavior before 
walking away from the relationship permanently. 

» Choose your battles. Nice people often feel bad 
after an interpersonal conflict, so know when it’s 
best to just walk away, Riggio said. 

» Remember that when you say no, the fallout 
is never as bad as you think it will be, social psy- 
chologist Susan Newman said. People won’t think 
you’re a bad person, and you’re saving time and 
emotional energy for the tasks and people you 
want to give them to. tribune

When Calvin Jenkins switched from 
driving to work every day to taking public 
transportation in January he was hoping 
to save money time and gas. He actually 
ended up losing— a few pounds, that is. 

“I stopped working out,” said Jenkins, 30, 
a sales supervisor who lives in West Town 
and works downtown. “But I lost weight.” 

His story is not unusual. People who 
drive to work every day are packing on 
slightly more weight than their colleagues 
who use trains, buses and bicycles to get 
to the office, even if they exercise in their 
spare time, according to a new study 

“Even if you are efficiently active during 
leisure time, if you use a car for commuting 
daily, then that has an impact on weight 
gain,” said lead author Takemi Sugiyama of 
the Baker IDI Heart and Diabetes Insti- 
tute in Melbourne, Australia.

Among people in the study who got at 
least two and half hours of weekly exer- 
cise, car commuters gained an average of 
4 pounds over four years — about half a 
pound more than people who got to work 
another way or who worked from home. 

Of 822 study participants, only those who 
got enough weekly exercise and never drove 
to work managed to stave off any weight gain 
over the course of the study 

But not everyone is convinced. 

Aaron Larson, 24, of Humboldt Park, 
raises an eyebrow to the study’s claims. Lar- 
son’s exercise is limited to biking to and from 
work during the summer. He takes the bus 
during colder months. “I think riding a bike 
keeps me in shape,” the software profession- 
al said. “I don’t know about the bus though.” 

Demetra Jackson, 34, of the Southwest 
Side, also is skeptical. “When you’re on pub- 
lic transportation you weigh more,” she said. 
“But you get more exercise because you walk 
more.” Jackson said she doesn’t work out the 
way she used to, but she plans to start up 
again. She does not believe any commute to 
and from work is enough to keep the pounds 
off. “You can go to a gym and get exercise. 
Walk around in your home,” she said. “It all 
depends on what you want out of life.” 

Regardless of their transportation mode, 
participants who didn’t get enough weekly 
exercise gained weight, and the amount they 
gained was not tied to their mode of getting 


to work, according to results published in the 
American Journal of Preventive Medicine. 

“Simply achieving the amount of moder- 
ate physical activity otherwise recommend- 
ed won’t provide enough compensation to 
overcome the effect of commuting for a long 
period of time,” said Lawrence Frank of the 
School of Community and Regional Plan- 
ning at the University of British Columbia in 
Vancouver. 

There probably are other factors at work 
that were not considered in the study, noted 
Frank, who was not involved in the research. 

“People who have longer commutes tend 
to purchase a lot of their food and run a lot 
of errands on their way to and from work,” 
which influences weight gain, he said. 

Previous studies that focused on total 
time spent in cars per day also have found a 
link to becoming overweight or obese. 

A 2004 study of adults in Atlanta found 
that each additional hour of time spent in a 
car each day was associated with a 6 percent 
increase in the chances of obesity 

Bizzy Cowles of Logan Square isn’t sur- 
prised that using public transportation can 
help with weight control. “I do a ton of walk- 
ing up and down steps, so I guess that makes 
sense,” Cowles, 23, said. “I seem to maintain 
the same weight. I’ve been the same weight 
for about four or five years now”

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7. Red Line rebuild: South branch 

In May, the entire branch of the CTA Red Line south of 
Roosevelt Road will be shut down for about five months 
while tracks and signals are replaced to create what CTA 
President Forrest Claypool calls “a whole new railroad.” 


1. Widening, 
rebuilding Jane 
Addams tollway 

The Illinois Tollway plans to 
spend about $415 million 
this year to begin rebuild- 
ing and widening the east- 
bound lanes of the Jane 
Addams Memorial Tollway 
(1-90) from Rockford to 
Elgin. 

2. New interchange 
at 1-90, Highway 47 

The interchange is expect- 
ed to open in 2013 on the 
Addams at Illinois Highway 
47 near Huntley. 

3. Connecting 
1-294 and 1-57 

Motorists will encounter 
more road work between 
the Tri-State Tollway (1-294) 
and 1-57 near Markham as 
construction begins on 
ramps connecting the two 
interstates. 

4. CTA, Pace to 
launch Ventra 
smart card 

This summer, the CTA and 
Pace will launch the Ventra 
smart-card payment system. 
Commuters can use a single 
fare card to pay for bus and 
rail. 

5. Metra looking at 
payment options 

That new Ventra card won’t 
work on Metra. But the com- 
muter rail agency says it 
hopes to initiate a pilot proj- 
ect this summer for accept- 
ing credit cards on trains 
and also for some type of 
universal fare payment 
method. 

6. CTA fare increase 

CTA riders who use passes 
are paying more this year. 
The first fare hike since 
2009 affects one-day, three- 
day, seven-day and 30-day 
passes and is projected to 
generate about $56 million 
a year for the CTA. On Feb. 1, 
many Metra riders will pay 
more. The price of 10-ride 
tickets is scheduled to in- 
crease by 11 percent. 


8. Upgrades 
ahead for O’Hare 

The second new runway to 
be built at O’Hare in more 
than 40 years is scheduled 
to open in October. The 
new $1.2 billion runway will 
help reduce delays, increase 
capacity and accommo- 
date the next generation 
of large aircraft, including 
the Boeing 747B and Airbus 
A380, according to O’Hare 
officials. 

9. Bike-sharing test, 
protected lanes 

The Chicago Department 
of Transportation plans to 
test a bike-sharing rental 
program in early May with 
75-150 initial stations. The 
goal is to have 400 stations 
in place by December. 

10. Rehabbing CTA, 
Metra stations 

Reconstruction of the badly 
deteriorated CTA Wilson 
station is slated to begin 
midyear. During the five- 
month shutdown of the 
south Red Line, the CTA 
also will make improve- 
ments at eight of the nine 
stations on the branch. 
Construction is also sched- 
uled for new “L” stations. 
Metra will start or contin- 
ue rehab work on several 
stations. 


11. New Pace buses, 
service on 1-55 

Pace customers will see up- 
graded rides in 2013. Sixty- 
nine new stainless steel and 
fiberglass buses, costing 
$400,000 each, will be in 
service by spring. 

12. Battling 
‘slow zones’ 

A $66 million CTA project 
to reduce “slow zones” is 
set for the fall between 
the Merchandise Mart and 
Armitage Avenue on the 
Brown and Purple lines 
along a segment known as 
the Ravenswood Connector. 
Brown Line and Purple Line/ 
Evanston Express service 
over the Wells Street bridge 
will be suspended during 
two nine-day periods in 
early March and late April to 
accommodate a $41.2 mil- 
lion reconstruction of the 
drawbridge. 

13. Algonquin Road 
bypass 

IDOT anticipates completing 
the $71 million Algonquin 
Road bypass project in 
McHenry and Kane coun- 
ties, with four lanes to open 
by the fall.

Boy Scouts 
might end 
ban on gays 


D DALLAS Boy Scouts of America is 
considering ending a longstanding 
ban on gay members and allowing local 
organizations to decide their own policy a 
spokesman said Monday 

Lifting the ban would mark a dramatic 
reversal for the 103-year-old organization, 
which only last summer reaffirmed its policy 
amid heavy criticism from gay-rights groups 
and some parents of scouts. 

“The BSAis discussing potentially removing 
the national membership restriction regarding 
sexual orientation,” spokesman Deron Smith 
said in an email to Reuters. 

“The policy change under discussion 
would allow the religious, civic or educational 
organizations that oversee and deliver 
Scouting to determine how to address this 
issue,” the spokesman said. 

The organization, which had more than 
2.6 million youth members and more than 
1 million adult members at the end of 2012, 
“would not, under any circumstances, dictate 
a position to units, members, or parents,” 
Smith said. 

The Boy Scouts won a 5-4 U.S. Supreme 
Court ruling allowing the organization to ban 
gays in 2000, but has come under increasing 
public pressure in recent years from activists. 
They include Zach Wahls, an Eagle Scout with 


two lesbian mothers, and Jennifer Tyrrell, a 
lesbian mother from Ohio who was ousted as 
a Scout den leader and treasurer. 

“This is absolutely a step in the right 
direction,” said Wahls, who is founder of 
Scouts for Equality a group that includes 3,151 
other Eagle scouts. 

Wahls said he would turn to persuading 
local councils to enact nondiscrimination 
policies if the change is approved. 

Tyrrell said she looked forward to a day 
when she and her family might participate in 
scouting again. 

‘An end to this ban will restore dignity to 
countless families across the country my own 
included, who simply wanted to take part 
in all Scouting has to offer,” Tyrrell said in a 
statement. 

GLAAD, an anti-discrimination advocacy 
group, began to press for a reversal of the Boy 
Scouts’ policy after Tyrrell was removed from 
her son’s den, and more than 1 million people 
have signed petitions on change.org seeking 
an end to the policy 

Patrick Boyle, whose 1994 book “Scout’s 
Honor” was among the first to examine sexual 
abuse in the Boy Scouts of America, said on 
Monday the “striking reversal in policy” was 
likely the result of growing pressure from cor- 
porations. 


D Senate 
moves 

immigration bill 

A bipartisan group of 
senators who have
